Gas Tax Refund 


Forms Available 


The County Agricultural Agent's 
Ofticeg Jocated in the Glades Of- 

tedeing, Bellé Glade, and 513 
North Military Trail; West Palm 
Beach, have on hand the necessary 
forms to be filled out for claims for 
refund of Federal tax on gasoline 
used on a farm. 

The period covered by this form 
is from July 1, 1959 throughh June 
30, 1960 and the form must be filed 
with the U. S. District Director of 
Internal Revenue on or before Sep- 
tember 30, 1960. The amount of 
refund of tax on gasoline is based 
on, the rate of .03c per-gallon pur- 
chased prior to October 1, 1959°and 
-04c a gallon purchased after Oc- 
tober 1, 1959. 

The gasoline for which refunds 
can be applied for is gasoline used 
for farming purposes but does aot! 
inchude gasoline used;on the high- 
Way in processin’ or packing ope- 
rations. or for personnel or ñon- 
farming purposes. 

Applications for the State Re- 
fund of gasoline tax are also avail- 
able and if the farmers have not 
applied, they may pick up this ap-| 
plication at the same time that 
they obtain the form for refund of 
Federal gasoline tax.
